Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 
Thus ends the Kennedy Round— 
except for ratification by the coun- 
involved—which it is. hoped 
will greatly expand world trade and 
extend its benefits to a larger por- 
tion of the world’s population. 

Although the Kennedy Round 
fell considerably short of what was 
envisaged by its chief architect, the 
late President John Kennedy, who 
sought a 50 per cent ‘across-the- 
board cut on tariffs, its impact will 
be considerable. Some. 6,000 trade 
items are involved in tariff cuts 
averaging an estimated 32 to 35 per 
cent, and in amendments to various 
other -restrictive practices, About 
one-quarter of Canada's. export 
sales to the United States will bene- 
fit from reduced levies, and higher 
wheat prices will also be to Can- 
ada's advantage. Canada, too, of 
course, has made concessions. 

The Kennedy Round has been 
the sixth major tariff-cutting con- 
ference conducted under GATT 
since the end of the Second World 
War.

N ITS CURRENT “NEWSLET- 

ter”, the British Columbia Teach- 
ers’ Association sets out the pro- 
cedures to be followed by any 
teacher who face’ a class of 40 or 
more students in a public school of 
this province next September, or 
during the school year starting in 
that month. 

This is a situation which could 
occur in various parts of British 
Columbia, though Greater Victoria 
hopes to avoid the difficulty... Pas- 
sage of the school building referen- 
dums last weekend and concentra- 
tion on the acquisition of portable 
units for the beginning of the next 
school year, it is hoped, will prov ide 
the necessary accommodation to 
avert physical over-cfowding based 
solely on a lack of space. Moreover, 
both the position adopted by teach- 
ers in this district and the general 
tone of the B.C. Federation's “News- 
letter” outline of procedure indicate 
mutually co-operative action by 
teachers and school administrations. 

School board officials here say, 
however, that ensuring classes below 
a 40-student limit will be the re- 
sponsibility of the school principals. 
The principals, according to present 


Round provisions in a protectionist- 
inclined country such as Canada 
may result in strains in the economy 
which could accentuate regionalism.

It is unfortunate that the under- 
developed nations were almost for- 
gotten in the dealing among the 
wealthier countries.

In calmer moments, how- 
ever, both politicians and civil 
servants concerned with “‘se- 
curity” and “secrecy” are 
drawing lessons from the 
CIA's experience. They con- 
cede that in an open society 
total secrecy is not possibie, 
even if it could be shown to be 
desirable.

‘SEEDS OF CHANGE’ 
COULD TRANSFORM 
INDIAN AGRICULTURE

NEW DELHI — “India is 
almost to the place where 
agriculture is ready to take 
off,”” says Dr. L D. N. Sahi, a 
secretary for community de- 
velopment. “When it does, the 
country can be self-sufficient 
in food.” 

“And when it happens,” 
says Dr. A. R. Baji, “it will 
be because the whole com- 
munity development idea has 
taken hold.” 

Dr. Baji és director of public 
relations for the ministry of 
food, agriculture, community 
development and co-operation. , 
It is here that the machinery 
af change is forged. 

To succeed, the community 
development concept must 
reach half a billion people, 82 
per cent of whom live in 
555,000 villages. They must 
begin to believe that things 
can change, that there is a 
possibility of a better life for 
ordinary people. 

Histary has provided the 
villagers with ample reason 
for doubt, and much that 
happens in present-<lay India 
only reinforces his skepticism. 
But there is also reason to 
believe that some of the 
ministry's optimism is justi-

if any one myth has been 
exploded in India, it is the old 
saw about the nature of the 
changeresistant, tradition- 
bound village farmer. He is 
being increasingly recognized 
as a canmmy economist.

Under traditional 
conditions the farmer has no 
margin for error. Each year

Dr. Anderson is a 
rather special breed of expert. 
He is the kind who carries one 
of the bags of seeds out to the 
field while the farmer carries 
the other one, and he is not 
averse to wielding a grubbing 
hoe when a grubbing hoe is 
needed

I asked him how he went 
about introducing wheat to 
fraditional paddy farmers. 

“It's not hard at all once 
you find someone willing to 
take a chance,” he says. 


“When we find this farmer | 


we ask him if he will plant 
half his land the way he has 
always planted it, and then let 
us help him plant the other 
half. We. guarantee that he 
will ‘get as much produce 
from the second half as he 
gets from the traditionally- 
farmed part. Once he feels 
confident that his family 
won't suffer, he pitches in 

‘We use the new hybrid 
seeds, some of which were 
developed in Mexico, some 
here in India. The kind we use 
depends on the soil. Then we 
apply fertilizer, and have 
pesticides available if there is 
trouble. The whole village 
watches right up until har- 
vest, and by the next planting 
season, nearly everyone wants 
to try. I don’t think there will 
be anything but hybrid wheat 
growing here within three 
years

Demonstration is the key to 
agricultural change, and there 
aren't many Dr. Andersons 
around. Agricultural extension 
workers are being trained 
through the community de- 
velopment program, and 
among many of them I found 
a keen sense of dedication. 
There are still too few. There 
is not enough fertilizer to 
meet the farmer's demand, 
and what is available is sub- 
ject to all the evils of bureauic- 
recy—artificial shortages, in- 
adequate delivery schedules, 
black marketeering and, 
above all, high cost. Eventu- 
ally some of these problems 
may be altered by the farm- 
ers themselves. 


Co-operatives for buying 
and selling farm produce are 
increasing. Farming is becbm- 
ing more diversified, double 
and sometimes triple cropping 
is common in frigated re- 
gions. The farmer is evaluat- 
ing other matters as well. The 
recent election results indi- 
cate that the entrenched pol- 
itical faction suffered com- 
paratively more from the 
disgruntled rural vote. than 
fromthe urban vote. Although 
the villager may be illiterate, 
events. suggest thaat he is 
capable of putting handwriting 
on the wall. 

Both the farmer and India 
are in a race against time. 
Rapid agricultural progress is 
imperative. Transfer of infor- 
mation by word of mouth is 
too slow to convey the ideas 
of development in time to 
avert disaster 


The most likely solution is 
mass media added to present 
development methods. The 
best ideas can be air-borne, 
end transistorized radio and 
television can bring them to 
the villages long before elec- 
tricity will arrive. 

The seeds of change fake 
root in men's minds before 
they grow in the soil.

Two Professors 


When the Judge-President 
rebuked Mr. Small, he said 
the poet obviously knew noth- 
ing about RomamnDutch law, 
South Africa's legal system. 
Mr. Small retorted that this 
could not be said of two 
professors who had voiced the 
same opinion as his in the 
South Africa Law Journal a 
year ago. 

The professors were A. S. 
Mathews, professor of law, 
and R.C. Albion, professor of 
psychology, both of the Uni- 
versity of Natal.

But I 
suggest that, compared to the 
studies that should have been 
made, those tests carry no 
weigitt whatever. 

They do not reveal the 
cumulative effects of wastes 
poured imto a lake over a 
period of years: and for this, 
I think we would be wiser to 
Tely on precedents rather than 
bland governmem reassur- 
ances 

Take, for instance, Cali- 
fornia’s Feather River, 4 
gricndid rainbow trout stream 
until pollution hit it, For years 
after that government-per- 
‘mitted disaster, the Feather 
was cancelled out as a sport 
prospect. 

Today, in a state less 
wareless of its wild assets 
"than once it was, the river is 
being “brought back’. But it 
may never make a _ full 
recovery. 

The effect of mill wastes on 
Buttle remain to be seen, and 
I for one expect they will be 
long-lasting and widely de- 
structive both to trout and to 
the weed beds that foster the 
insect life that helps sustain 
them 

Pollution and trout simply 
do net go together and no 
short-term “tank experiments 
will convince me otherwise
